ACQUITTED IN KILLING 


Jury Frees Hm in Shooting of 
Innkeeper in Ontario in 
55 Minutes. 


By the Associated Press. 
SANDWICH, Ont., Feb. 24.—The 


Rev. J. O.. L. Spracklin, 
_liquo license inspector, today was 
|'acquitted on a charge of manslaugh- 
iter in connection with the shooting 
‘of Beverly Trumble, an innkeeper, 
‘in a raid here last November. The 
| verdict was returned 55 minutes after 
'the case had been given to the jury. 

In his arguments before the jury, 

Spracklin’s chief counsel, R. L. 
|Brackin, said that interest in the 
trial was felt ‘‘throughout our Do- 
minion and from coast to coast of 
the republic south of us.” 

“To my mind,” he added, “there is 
‘no higher service which loyal sub- 
jects of the King can be called upon 
ito perform than to decide between 
‘his majesty the King and one of his 
i'majesty’s subjects charged with 
crime. 

Minister as Dry Agent. 

‘T do not intend to go into. the 
merits or demerits of appointing a 
minister of the gospel as an officer 
of the law to enforce the temperance 
'of the Province,’ continued the at- 
| torney. 
| “Before Spracklin was appointed 
an officer of the law, hatred of him 
was born in the heart of Beverly 
Trumble. Though he is dead, this 
malice spoke through the lips of his 
wife last Tuesday, when she told of 
the Rev. Mr. Spracklin standing. on 
his lawn and talking about the 
Chappell House in such a way as to 
injure her husband's business.”’ 

Counsel for the defense then criti- 
cised the Provincial Government for 
appointing the Rev. Mr. Spraklin to 
“carry out work which should have 
been undertaken by experienced offi- 
cers.”’ 

Spracklin’s Testimony. 

The Rev. Mr. Spracklin was on 
the stand last night in his own de-

| beer delivered at the roadhouse, Ife 
|; said he was subjected to abuse by 
| the man and his wife, both of whom 
| threatened him. 
| &pracklin’s sister, Mrs. Evelyn 
| Bell, testified yesterday that Trum- 
| ble threatened her brother.
